average rainfall whi:h hae been available 
for crop production during the past 
twenty-two years, outside of winter 
wheat, which, of course, received benetit 
from available invisture befure April let 
or alter August 3ist. 

1t has been suid that next to moisture 
the question of heat plays the most 
important part in crop production, sud | 
it will therefore be of interest to vote 
what the metesrolugical records at Cal- 
gury show in that way.
